,Motors Company, which is also to 
‘locate its plant in Richmond, after 
‘dealings with the Richmond Indus- 
trial Commission covering several 
months, There are twenty-one acres 
in the property. The three acres 
bought by the Ohio company is al- 
most directly opposite the Certain- 
| teed Products Corporation’s plant. 

S. B. Merry, treasurer of the com- 
prs was first here three months 
ago. He has been at the St. Francis 
Hotel in San Francisco for the last 
ten days with F. E. Renebaum, pres- 
ident, The two have made several 
trips to Richmond in closing the 
deal. 

The new plant will employ about 
100 men when completed. The firsi 
unit will be a building 300x60 feet, 
built on the most modern Eastern 
factory style. About 30 men _ will 
be working in the new plant within 
ninety days.
